mp. TURNER GOES THROUGH IT 


And Declares That the Republicans Have 
Not Improved Their Situation— 
Taxing the South. 

Wasutnaton, October ~4.—[Special.]—Mr. 
Parner, of Georgia, was tle only member of 
the ways and means committee in the city 
this morning. He has read the senate tariff 
bili carefully and does not think it has im- 
proved the republican situation. He says it 
gerifies the declaration of the democrats that 
this proposition is to reduce the revenue with- 
out relieving the taxpayers. It weakens their 
position by making their purposes more clear. 
He thinks it puts them in a worse position 
than they were without a bill, except that it 
may assist them in “fiying the fat’ from the 
individuals the bill favors. 

The bill, Mr. Turner says, is distinctly an 
assault upon the southern industries. While 
itonly reducesthe income from, the. tariff 
about forty mil:ion dollars, it takes more than 
two-thirds of this frum twosouthern indus- 
ties, sugar and rice, while tle northern states, 
though they receive the sinallest cut, get fifty 
times as much benefit from protection as the 
south. 

Mr. Turner then went on to say that notwith- 
standing the bagging trust, the bill puts jute 
butts in the free list, and yet only reduces the 
duty on bagging one-half, while the Mills bill 
reduces it three-fourths. The duty is now three 
cents per yard. The Mills bill reduces it to { 
of acent per yard. Cotton ties that are put 
on the free list by the Mills bill are taxed more 
than a hundred per cent by this bill, while the 
present law, made by the republicans, tax 
them only 35 per cent, all of which goes to 
prove that it is a sectional measure and an 
assault upon the south. 

THE_NEWS FROM WEST VIRGINIA. 

Senator Faulkner returned today froin West 
Virginia. where he has been actively at work 
in the canvass. He said it is apparent that 
the republicans mean to make a desperate 
fight for West Virginia, but the democrats 
are not alarmed. Hesays the democrats are 
making gains all over the state on tho tariff 
issue, and will get a larger majority than usual.

LUOKING FOR ADJOURNMENT. 

When the house convened this morning it 
was definitely determined that an adjourn- 
ment resoiution should be passed. In fact, 
Speaker Carlisle, Mr. Turner, Gencra! Forney 
and other leading members ofthe house pres- 
ent, had consulted with senators } 


who had 
given them definite insurance that they were 
Willing to adjourn, and would accept a reso- 
lution for that purpose immedia’ely upon its 
reception. The leaders in the hous were 
unanimously in favor of \ pas 
resolution. It had been properly 
drawn up, and wasinthehands of Mr. Tur- 
ner, who was to have introduced it before ad- 
journment today, but about 2 o’clock the little 
man Witha big head, Mr. Breckinridge, of 
Arkansas, rushed into the house, after an ab- 
sence of many weeks, having just returned 
from New ‘ork, and interposed his objections 
to the passage of the resolution in the most 
Vigorous manner to Mr. Turner and others 
who had it in charge. Of course the other 
members were quite indignant at the ofticious- 
ness of the little fellow with the 
aswell head; but as he was the senior 
of Mr. Turner in the ways and means com- 
mittee, his opinion was of necessity respected, 
and the resolution was not introduced today. 
The consultation between Mr. Breckinridge 
and the leading members who had the matter 
in charge was held in the cloak room, but it 
soon spread upon the floor of the house. 
and the Arkansan would not feel compliment: d 
cotld he hear the opinion of him . expressed 
by the othér members. They were truly in- 
dignant, and while they had, according to 
precedent, to bow to his will today, it is highly 
probable that a caucus will be decided upon 
tomorrow, and the little man will be sat upon 
in the most effective manner. The few mem- 
bers of the House now present are 
tired of remaining here to do nothing, 
while Mr. Breckinridge and others are 
out‘in the campaign. Realizing that the issue 
is now clearly made, with no possibility of the 
senate passing their tariff bill before the elec- 
tion, and the senators willing to adjourn, the 
members of tne house see no 
prospects of making capital by remaining, and 
favor adjournment. In fact the tideis 5

THEY WANT AN ADJOURNMENT. 


But Are Bothered by the Business to be Acted 
Upon, 

WaAsniIneton, October 4.-—While there has 
been no formal conference among democratic 
members of the house touching the advisability 
of adopting an adjournment resolution, there 
has been an exchange of private opinion upon 
the subject, a majority of the members hold- 
ing the view that the tariff bill having been 
reported to the senate, there is no longer any 
reason Why the house should not adopt the res- 
olution and allow the senase to act upon it one 
way or the other. During the course of today 
or tomorrow itis probable that a conference 
will be called in order that these private opin- 
tons may be crystalized into formal action. 


‘An obstacle in the way of an adjournment res- 


olution in the house is a suspicion that such a 
resolution, if passed, mignt be rejected by the 
Senate and used as an argument to show that 
the democrats fear to await the action of the 
senate on the substitute tariff bill. If some 
positive assurance can be obtained that a reso- 
Jution, if passed by the house, will be adopted 
by the senate, there is little doubt that such 
action will be taken. 

The deticiency appropriation bill now before 
the house in the shape of a conference report, 
is an element that must be included in any 
Calculation touching adjournment. Several 
members dissatisfied with the conference re- 
port have threatened to raise a point of no 
quorum, but it is believed that they can be 
placated., 

Representative Forney, who is acting chair- 
man of the appropriations commiitee, freely 
expressed the opinion that congress~ will ad- 
Journ Tuesday, October 16th, which date wil 
allow of the disposition of the deficiency bill. 
and of a fair opening of debate on the tariff 
bill in the senate. Soon after the a: sembling 
of the senate, Speaker Carlisle and Represen- 
tative Turner (the only members of the ways 
and means committee now in Washington, ) 
came over from the house and entered into an 
earnest consultation with several democratic 
Scnators, presumably on the subject of ad- 
jyournment.

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THE BENET CIRCULAR. 
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Senator Saulsbury Thinks the Civil Service 
Law Ought to be Bepealed. 
Wasuinaron, October 4.—The senate, 4 
half-past twelve, resumed consideration of Mr. 
Hale’s resolution on General Benet's circular 
as to discharges from arsenals and armories, 
and Mr. Teller opened discussion upon it. 
The debate which followed was participated 
in by Messrs. Teller, Saulsbury, Stewart and 
Dawes. In its course Mr. Saulsbury remarked 


. thet be had not much respect for civil service 


reform. He believed that the party in power 
onght to see that its agents were men of ca- 
pacity, of integrity, honesty and fidelity. That 
was the kindof civil service reform that he 
belicved in. If he had the power he would 
repeal -ihe civil service statute and revoke 
every order made under it. 

Mr. Dawes said the revelations of the debate 
upon the pending resolution (as to political fa- 
voritism and corruption), were but a falfill- 
ment of prophesy. When the civil service law 
was under discussion in the senate the very 
evils were foretold of it which had’ been un- 
folded under the present administration. It 
was easy to work the cure of an evil that was 
inbred, and that was curable only by conver- 
sion. The mire into which the civil service 
law could be dragged was to be measured only 
by the disposition of those who were, for the 
time being, clothed with the powers of adniin- 
istration. Soit had been thought; so it had 
been put on record when the law was under 


‘discussion, and so it had proved in the first ad- 


ministration called upon to execute it. 

Mr. Stewart said that he had come to the 
conclusion that the civil service law was a bad 
one, and that it onght to be repealed. It was a 
law to promote duplicity and lying; a law the 
very execution of which would breed a race of 
rascals. Under it there was no responsibility 
anywhere. He knew of no better class of men 
to hold responsible or good appointments than- 
the members and senators who made recomt 
mendations under the old system. He though 
that an act of oblivion ought to be passed at 
the present session of congress and the old sys- 
tem reverted to, so thatthe responsibility for 
appointments might be fixed. So long as the 
civil service law existed there would be scan- 
dal nnder any administration. 

The resolution was then agreed to without 
division. As adopted it directs the secretary 
of war to transmit full information as to Gen- 
eral Bonet's Werder: what the necessities of the 
war departinen} required in such order; why 
it was marked #contidential;” all changes of 
employes made under it in arsenals and armo- 
rics, especially whether at Rock island arsenal, 
the wife and children of a former union sol- 
dier were removed: what measures, if any, 
were taken to learn the political opinions of 
the women and children: also directing the 
secretary of war to transmit copies of any 
further order or circular relating to the ap- 
pointment of persons in any part of the war 
department since the 4th of March, 1885, with 
copies of any correspondence relative to the 
politics of employes. 

The bill adjusting salaries of fourth-class 
postmasters was then passed, after being 
amended so as to take effect July 1, 1880. 

The sénate bill for the donation of the Fort 

srooke military reservation, at Tampa, Fia., 

for free schools, was, on motion of Mir. Call, 
taken from the calendar and discussed. 

During the discussion, Mr. Edmunds moved 
that when the senate adjourn today it be till 

Monday next. 

Mr. Blair appealed to the senate not to agree 
to that motion, but devote at least tomorrow 
to public business, ason Monday the debate 
on the tariff bill would begin, and after that 
there would be no likelihood of having other 
business attended to.

Mr. Harris notitied Mr. Blair that if he per- 
sisted in that demand, and if the absence of a 
quorum should be revealed, he (Mr. Harris) 
wouid require a voting quorum on every matter 
of business that might come up hereafter. 

Mr. Dawes—Do I understand that to bea 
threat that unless the senate adjourn over til 
Monday no business can be done. 

Mr. Harris—My statement was that ifthe 
senator from New Hampshire insists upon a 
further count, and develops the absence of a 
quorum, [ will be here to see that no business 
is done without a quorum. 

After further discussion in Which Mr. Blair 
complained of being made ‘‘poor dog Tray”’ in 
the matter, a vote was taken by yeas and nays 
and the motion to adjourn over was agreed to 
—yeas 3b, nays 10, the nays Ts Messrs. Blair, 
Call, Chandler, Dawes, Hoar, Mitchell, Saw- 
yer, Stockbridge, Vance and Voorhees. 

The discussion of the Tampa bill was then 
continued foran hour when the bill was passed. 

The maiority and minority reports on the 
tariff bill (as wellas Mr. Beek’s views) were

—Other Business. ' 


WaAsnHinaron, October 4.—In the house, Mr. 
Dunr, of Arkansas, asked unanimous copsant 
for the immediate consideration of the senate 
bill tojimecorporaie the Maritime Canal com- 
pany of Nicaragua. 

Mr. Washington, of Tennessee, objected on 
the ground that the measure was too import- 
ant to be considered by such a small number of 
membars as wis now in attendance. 

On motion of Mr. Vandever, of California, 
the senate bill was passed providing that the 
secretary of the treasury may permit the use 
of petroleum as fuel on steamers not carrying 
passengers without a certificate of tho super- 
yising inspector of the district where the ves- 
sels are to. be used. 

Mr. Burnes, of Missouri, then called up the 
conferencé report on the general deficiency ap- 
propriation bill. 

Mr. Burnes calied attentidn to -the amend- 
ment appropriating £80,000 for the Industrial 
Christian Home association, of Utah, an asso- 
ciation for the benefit of the dependent 
women and children who desire to sever their 
allegiance to the Morman church.

There isa contest going on ‘in 1888, which 
must be decided one way or the other for ajgen- 
eration; because if the protective tariff is lost 
in this election, let you who are careless with 
your votes, flatter yourselves it may be caught 
up next year or the year after. 

You will not have an opportunity for year 
upon year, and demecrats who are assaulting 
it know equally well that if they lose this year 
and the cause of protection triumphs, they are 
beaten finally for this generation.

THE NORTH CAROLINA CANVASS. 
The Republican Candidates Making Many 
Vile Charges. 

Ratrron, N. C,, October 4.—[Special.]—

Arve Denied Kepresentation By Governor 
Richardson. 

CoLumst, 8S. C., October 4.—[Special.]—At 
a recent meeting of the state republican execu- 
tive committee, a committee of five was ap- 
pointed to Wait ee Governor Richardson 
and present a preamble and resolution adopted 
by the committee, and in the name of the re- 
publican party, demanding representation in 
the management of the general electicn im this 
state. The documents set forth that in but one 
county in the state the commissioner and 
managers of elections were all democrats ; that 
this tended to prevent a fair vote and lionest 
count. It intimated that the elections for 
electors and congressmen are now very cor 
rupt in this state, and spoke of the seventh 
district having been fraudulently taken from 
the republicans. 

In conclusion, Governor Richardson was re- 
quested, in the name ofa hundred and fifty 
thousand voters, representing over seven hun- 
dred thousand people, a large majority of the 
inhabitants of the state, to give the people re- 
publican representation on the boards of elec- 
tion. This they requested as simple -justice, 
and for the sake of an honest vote and fair 
count. 

Governor Richardson today sent the com- 
mittee his reply. It was in substance that the 
elections in this state were now the fairest in 
the world, and were only corrept under repub- 
lican rule. He would make no change in the 
present order of things, for he considered to 
accede to the requests of the republicans would 
not result in a fair and peaceful election. He 
proposed appointing as commissioners of elec- 
tions men of standing whose patriotism and 
honesty could be doubted by none. In con- 
clasion, he said that the committee could not 
makes their demands inthe name of any of- 
ganized party, as the republican party has been 
so dead in the state for years’ past that their 
non-recognition as a party was justifiable.

The Mayor of MeClenny Issues a Card— 
The Convalescents Out on 
the Streets. ‘ 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., October 4.—[Speciat.] 
Dr. Neal Mitchell, president of the board of 
health, reports seventy-five new cases of yel- 
low fever today; deaths, one; total cases to 
date, 2,971; total deaths te date, 271. 

Physicians report a decidedly milder form of 
the disease, and the death rate plainly indi- 
cates this. | 

All the physicians are engaged in private 
practice. Abont 225 patients were reported 
discharged today. The, day has been very 
warm, and it has consequently been a good 
one for convalescents. 

THE SUNNY STREET CORNERS 

have ail contained groups of them conversing 
upon their different experiences during their 
fight with ‘“‘yellow jack.” They can be detect- 
edatonce, They invariably have on over- 
coats and a twoor three weeks growth of 
beard, carry stout canes and. display hands 
from which the dead skin is just beginning to 
peel off. The mustard bath treatment and the 
severe course of ‘‘sweating,’’ to which the yel- 
low fever patients are subjected, is a terribly 
tryingone tv the system. One man who 
weighs 196 pounds when well is reported today 
to have lost 40 pounds, and he was only taken 
sick a week ago. 

At today’s sessions of the exeautive commit- 
tee, Chairman Schumacher, of the fimance 
committee, reported $7,429,47 in contributions, 
Dr. C. J. Kenworthy presented a full written 
report of his trip to McClenny, of which the 
following is a brief abstract: 

From a careful census of McClenny there are 
found to be 224 whites and 7i colored people 
in the total population. The total number of 
cases of yellow fever to date is 160 whites and 
29 colored. Now sick, 11 whites and 8 colored. 

Dr. Kenworthy stated that there weroa 
considerablenamber of poor persons in the 
county who are supplied by the commissary, 
that he paid out $1,754 in. money, and 
delivered, besides a large quantity of provis- 
ions, which had been requested by the mayor. 
Some bills of resident physicians Dr. Kenwor- 
thy brought back for the consideration of this 
committee, and he detailed his action in look- 
ing up one J. W. Wooding, who wrote a letter 
of complaint some time ago to Mayor Hewitt, 
of New York, soliciting aid for McClenny. 
Dr. Kenworthy read letters from the mayor 
and the relief committee of McClenny 

DENOUNCING MR, WOODING, 

and testifving that the executive committee 
It is un- 
derstood that these physicians resident in Mc- 
Clenny had charged: $10 a visit to each pa- 
tient, and expected the government or some- 
body else to pay the bills, One had bills 
agcrogating $1,200, probably more money than 
his practice had brought him in a year.

At the 
commencement of hostilities between th 
United States and Mexico he entered the armg. 
of the latter country in the canacity 
guerrilla, spy and assassin. The first act of 

arbarity attributed to him was the murder om 
the 2ist of April 1846, of Col. Freeman Cross 
Assistant Quartermaster-General of the Unt 
ted States Army.

The substitute not only retains the duty on raw 
wool, but increases the duty from tet to eleven 
cents per pound on clothing and combing wool,and 
the existing duty is retained on carpet wool, which 
all pariies agree are not produced in this country, 
and the changes made in manufactures of wool in- 
creases taxation, andto that extent, increases the 
cost of the manufactured articlé, and especially the

To illustrate, take this example. Cheapest woolen 
dress goods, costing only 15 cents per square yard, 
is taxed by {the substitute 6 cents per square 
yard and 40 per cent ad valorem, making the whole 
tax thus imposed 80 per cent, 

TAXING THE SALT OF LIFE. 

Buik salt, which is now dutiable at nearly 80 per 
cent, is continued in the substitute at the same 
rate; Salt is the product of the sea andthe earth, 
which nature's God bestowed upon man for his 
use. So free is itin nature’s plan that alittle sea 
water exposed to the sun’s heatand air—nature’s 
own fac —and the residim is salt 
Wherever found we employ great forces of 
steam and electricity, instead of manual labor, 
in preparing it for use. Why ae tax should be im- 
posed on an article of such prime necessity and uni- 
versal.useis not shown. The existing law gives 

‘free salt tothe fishery interests of New England 
and taxes salt tothe-farmer and dairyman. The 
house bill makessalt free of tax to all. 

The present tariff is the nutsing mother of trusts. 
It isa wall behind which these combinations are 
formed; by which the people are plundered. Tariffs 
keep out foreign competition, and combination 
suppresses the domestic, and the whole people are 
at their mercy and must pay whatever is de- 
marided. 

ROBPERY OF THE PEOPLE. 

Language is inadequate to describe the iniquity 
of these corporations against the rights of the peo- 
ple or to depict their disastrous effects upon the 
general welfare. As tariffs, which render trusts 
possible, are established and maintained at the 
spectal instance of those who form them, it would 
seem but simple justice, as well as good policy, to 
tear down es much as possible of their covert and 
refuse to longer aid them in wrong-doing, They 
are not “private affairs,’ as bas been asserted, but 
public evils of the gravest character, affecting the 
price of eyery article which contributes to the com- 
fort and support of the people. The pfo- 
visions of the substitute favor them greatly, 
and will serve to encourage their formation 
in still other branches of manufacture. Many of 
those belonging to trusts appeared before the finance 
committee, clamorous, for such legisiation as would 
promote their interests, They are all opposed to 
the house bill, which should commend it to all who 
condemn their methods, Itis bad enough to per- 
mit those who are the most interested manufactur- 
ers to appear before our committees and suggest the 
legislation they wish, but surely we should not 
listen to trusts and aid them to rob with both hands 

DOES NOT MEAN FREE TRADE. 

Tne minority cannot pass by in silence the ab- 
surd accusation that the house bill means ‘‘free 
trade, "the ruin of industry,”’and “the degradation of 
American labor.’ These charges are as false as 
they are misleading. How the flow of surplus 
money into the treasury can be stopped without re- 
ducing the taxes which produce if, ho Man can de- 
vise. How these taxes can be reduced without 
taking off from the top toward the bottom, no im- 
agination can conceive. ‘Therefore, it would seem, 
no man can propose to cut off the excessive taxation 
without subjecting himgelf to the charge of free trade 
because any reduction whatever ‘‘looks toward free 
trade.’’ True, government revenues might be re- 
duced by making duties so high as to prohibit im- 
portations altogether; but that is the oiher end of 
the road, which increases taxes paid to private per- 
sons. If the first method of reduction leads to free 
trade, the other leads to free plunder, which is 
worse. 

Repnblican presidents and secretariesof the treas- 
ury for years past have warned congress of the ac- 
—_ surplus and advised a reduction of 
taxes. Vere they all free traders, 
advising the destruction of industry 
and the degradation of labor’ The tariff 
commission of 1882, composed of nine men, eight of 
whom at least wore protectionists, after preambu- 
lating all the country east of the Rocky mountains, 
admitted the urgency and necessity of a reduction, 
and reported a bill whieh they said would lower 
the taxes 2) per cent. The minority respectfully 
submit to the enemies of industry, who so enhance 
the cost of raw materia} as to restrict its production 
and limit its market, and those who are its true 
friends. They further submit that those are 
enemies to American labor who supplant 
it with the labor of unnaturalized 
foreigners whenever that can be obtained eheapest, 
aud who receive by law 47 percent from the con- 
sumerin trust for American labor, which makes 
their products and fraudulently withhold more than 
balf that trust fund from the owners, and who also 
lessen and restrict the amount of labor by limiting 
production and markets by tariffs and trusts, and 
those are its true fricnds who seek to shut off 
UNNATURAL AND HEALTHIER COMPETITION, 
cnlarge its products and markets, and to lessen for 
it the cost of the necessities of life. Cotton wasiong 

fi free list. Did that make free 
tratiors of those who voted for that measure? Did 
itreduce the wi operatives in cotton, and 
close eotton mills, orcilit destroy cotton planta- 
tions’? Ou the contrary, we have grown more Cot- 
ton than ever, Our cotton mills are more profitable 
today than any other, and our cot{on operatives 
have steadier work and better wages than those 
who work in other mills, and we export their fin- 
ished prodveis by the hundred million yards, while 
protected wool has stopped one-fourth of the we olen 
machinery, and thrown oo I cent 
of the wool operatives out of employment. More 
than a decade anda halfago hides were placed 
upon the free list. Did that destroy the leather in- 
dustiy in this country? On the contrary, we lead 

the worldin its manufacture, saveinafew minor 

branches, and with a largely increased population, 

our importations of leather have decreased, and our 

exportations of finished products have increased. 

What bas happened with cotton and with hides, 
itis confidently believed and promised, will hap- 
pen with free wool. Our production of wool will in- 
crease, our manufactures will revive, our woolen 
operatives will have steadier work, end therefore 
etter wages, our prodticts of woolen goods will in- 
crease, and as well our exportations of woolen 
goods to foreign countries. Not many years ago 
quinine Was placed upon the free list agaipst the 
protests louder and more vehement than are heard 
now about the wanton destruction of an honorable 
industry. What was the result? An immensely 
increased production in this country, without one 
cent loss of wages to the operatives, but on 
the contrary, to their great gain, for as 
we now make 2,250,000 ounces, it cannot 
but mean steadier work te more employes, and the 
shivering consumers reaps benefits, not by cents, 
but dollars per ounces. The only destruction which 
follows in the wake ofthis reductionwas of what 
was then the most formidable trustin existence. 
The monepoly went down and legitimate manu- 
facturers prospered. The minority is firmiy con- 
vineed that incalenlable advantage tothe country 
would result from placing wool on the free list. In 
its demonstration no class will suffer, but each will 
reap his share of benefit. Considerable space is 
devoted to argument oa this point and the citation 
of statistics,

forever. The Railway Review devotes considerable 
space to the subject in its Jast issue, and prints an 
interesting description of the Timlin-Heidinger 
car heater and illuminator. This system of 
heating was operated through the whole of last 
winter with complete success, on the Illinois and 
St. Louis railroad. The heating is accomplished by 
live steam from the engine, the temperature of ali 
or one of the cars being regulated to any required 
warmth, and the cats once heated the longest train 
may have its temperature maintained without any 
percepnble tax on the locomotive. The entire 
device, except the couplings, is placed within the 
cars, so that there is tne least possible loss of heat 
from condensation.

In Chicago, the other day, pretty Minnie 
Kratzenberg, a little gir) of thirteen, pois- 
oned her mother, sister and two brothers. 
Fortunately the victims did. not die, but 
that was not Minnie’s fault. The girl used

To the surprise of everybody. Minnie con- 
fessed her guilt. She told her story very 
calmly, and without a sign of remorse. She 
did not like her brother John, she said— 
he put on to many airs, and tried to boss 
her. It struck her that it was a pity to 
make the others suffer, but as she did not 
know how to get rid of John without pois- 
oning the whole crowd she had cheerfully 
accepted the situation, and had put in her 
best work. 

To our mind this is fully as horrible ‘es 
any of the murders of the day. A rosy- 
cheeked little girl who ought to have been 
playing with her doll goes deliberately to 
work to poison every member of her family, 
with all the malice and all the nerve of a 
Borgia! It is not claimed that she fs in- 
gane. She is a pleasant-faced, good-natured 
child, with a temper that sometimes gets 
the best of her. In norespect, apparently, 
is she different from other children of her 
age. 

This crime and several other diabolical 
deeds of a recent date will interest the stu- 
dent of sociology. What is there in our civ- 
flization that causes little children to be- 
come fiull-fledged criminals? Why do 
husbands, wives, parents and their off- 
spring kill each other? Why do men with- 
out a motive commit such murders as those 
in Austin, Texas, and in London? 

It is impossible to answer these questions 
fully and ‘satisfactorily, and yet one cannot 
help jumping to the conclusion that in our 

- pociety there is something wanting in our 
system of moral training—something that 
makes the young heartless and the old in- 
different. Our doctrine of the survivial of 
the fittest, not only leads us to look ori 
complacently when some are pushed to the 
wall, but it makes some aggressive natures 
take a delight in anything that is destruc- 
tive and deadly. If we goon at our present 
rate of progress we may expect to see many 
criminals as precocious as the youthful

Our Samoan Friends, 

The threat to senda fleet of our gun-boats 
to the Samoan islands to resist the armed 
ageression of Germany in that quarter has 
surprised many people, and there is a gen- 
eral desire to get at the facts of the case. 

The Samoan islands are a part of the 
Polynesian group in the South Pacific. 
They comprise a territory about as large as 

Rhode Island, and their 36,000 inhabitants 
produce for export, cotton, dried cocoanuts 
and other valuable articles of commerce. 
The people are an. intelligent, brown- 
skinned race, afd nearly all of them have 
become converts to Christianity. 

_ In 1872 the Samoans requested the United 
States to take them under its protection, and 
the following year a majority of the chiefs 
and their subjects declared themselves in 
favor of a protectorate by the United States, 
In 1875 President Grant sent them a lot of 
presents. The people adopted a constitu- 

‘tion modeled after ours, and certain treaty 

' stipulations were entered into by which our 

government agreed to protect the islands 
against the rapacity of foreign foes. 

This agreement will perhaps render it nec- 
essary for us to make a show. of force in the 
Samoan harbors, It seems that the Ger- 


mans, not satisfied with controlling the 


trade of the islands, have interfered in their 
political concerns and have boldly claimed 

them as German territory. This is done in 
defiance of-the wishes of the Samoans, and 
these ill-used people naturally look to the 
United States to carry out its pledge to pro- 
tect them under suck circumstances. 

This is all there is in the whole business. 
It would not injure us to stand off and let 
Germany have her way. If we take a hand 
in the matter it will be simply to redeem a 
promise, and to take the part of the weak 
against the strong. But it is not likely that 
there will be any serious trouble. The Ger- 
mans and the Americans have more profita- 
ble affairs tq engage their attention.

Two or three months ago several thousand 
Zulus rebelled against their British conquerors and 
swept across a part of the country, laying waste the 
homes of allwho would notjoin them, A large 
number of loyal Zulus took refuge in a police fort at 
Nwande, to which the insurgents at once laid siege, 
and General Smyth sent a flying column composed 
of the Enniskillen Dragoons and the Thirteenth 
Hussars to relieve the beleaguered people. The 
cavalry soon dispersed the rebels, and asthey had 
orders toabandon the station, they escorted the 
poor fugitives toa place of safety. 

It was painful work toiling over the parched 
prairies in the blazing sun, and many a mother 
‘with a baby in her arms suffered severely as she 
struggled along trying to keep up with the column. 
But soon the Enniskillens and the hussars came to 
the rescue. Then the spectacle was presented of 
bronzed and hardy regulars, each with a brown 
baby in hisarms or balanced on his horse’s neck 
before him, while the grateful mothers trudged 
alongside reassuring their trembling infants, who 
were inclined to distrust their new protectors. It is 
safe to say that by this kindly act the English sol- 
dier stood revealed to these humble sufferers from 
former Lritish invasions, in a light they had never 
dreamed of before. | 

On a bit:er cold day in November, 1862, abonta 
thousand Sioux women and children under the é+ 
cort of volunteer troops were nearing the end of 
their Jong march to Fort Snelling, Minnesota. 
They: were the families of the captive braves who 
had been engaged in the terrible massacre of the 
preceding summer. Uncle Sam had been fighting 
the Sioux instead of feeding and clothing them, 
and now the innocent among them, in their thin 
and ragged blankets, were suffering for the crimes 
oftheir husbands and fathers. As the mournful 
procession encountered the icy winds of Ten Mile 
prairie, the little children began tocry most pit- 
eously. The sight of their helpless distress 
moved the boys in blue, as by one impulse 
tocarry out instant measures for relief. Every 
blanket was unstrapped from the knapsacks, scores 
of overcoats we: @ thrown off the shoulders of brava 
men who really needed them, and soon every child 
in the caravan was wrapped in the thickest of woo)l- 
ens; and tne least hardy of the captives were stored 
away under the shelter of the canvas-covered bag- 
gage wagons, Only a little while before these 
soldiers hud been targets, at Yellow Medicine, Birch 
Coolie, and a halfa dozen other places, forthe 
bullets of the red men whose families they now did 
their best to succor. 

The rough, hard life of the soldigr in a campaign 
is not inconsistent with the exercise of the most hu- 
mane sentiments. 


The Weather for October, 


Irl Hicks, . 

October will open at the very beginning of a 
regular storm period. The immediate parts of con- 
tinents and seas where storms organize and start, 
will recognize the meteorological change at the 
opening ofthe month, By about the 6th, the storm 
forces, in all their varied phases, according to geo- 
graphical location and condition, will have traveled 
their courses and expended themselves. The frost 
king will follow the storms of this period. Reac- 
tionary movements may take place aboutthe &sth 
and 9th. 

For the second regular period, Vulean and 
Mercury will combine their influences from about 
the 13th to17th, Somo active storms, suggestive of 
the coming winter, may be looked for in northerly 
sections.

“But the lumber men say that the bnsiness 
is a losing one and that they cannot stand any 
advance in freight rates,’’ said the reporter. 

“T know they claim the business is not prof- 
itable, but I would like some stock in that 
sort of a losing game. Why, I don’t know of 
a lumber man in Georgia who has not made 
money, and, asI have already said, some of 
them have made fortunes. They have railroads 
of their own, well built, the track laid 
with steel rails, iron bridges, with engines and 
cars for the movement of the product of their 
mills. “Not only that, but I do not believe 
many @ the lumber men are able to keep up 
with their orders. Freight rates may be high, 
or they may be low. I don’t know about that 
feature of the business, but Iam rather posi- 
tive that the lumber business in Georgia in 
particular, and the south in general, pays 
well. If it did not, the fortunes that have 
been made in it would not be possible.

“TI believe freight rates—high or low—do 
not materially change the profits on lumber. 
The consumer pays a price for lumber, as for 
everything else that yields a profit to the pro- 
ducer. If the rates are high the prices are 
proportionate, and the same rule should hold 
good when freight rates are reduced. Supply 
and demand regulate business and control 
profits, and judging from the success of some 
men in the lumber business, the supply and 
demand have been favorable.

‘‘T am glad that the lumber men have gen- 
erally been successful, financially, and trust 
they may continue to prosper. The pine for- 
ests of the south will yield a revenue in spite 
of storm and flood, and I want no better in- 
vestment than is offered in our timber lands.

MYSTERIOUS CRIMES OF THE 
WHITECHAPEL MURDERER. 


THE 


Mysterious Murders of Previous Times—The 
Opinions of Medical Experts on the 
Crimes. 


The horrible murders of women in Austin, 
Texas, by an unknown monster continue to be 
duplicated in London. 

Will the assassin fulfill his boast of killing 
twenty-five women, and then giving himself 
up to the police? 

The inhabitants of the Whitechapel district 
and other localities in London are in such a 
state of feverish alarm that women hardly 
dare to venture out even in daylight. 

When the seventh woman was killed the 
other day, people hoped that the bloody 
work was over. 

It was a visionary hope—the eighth unfortu- 
nate has already fallen under the knife of the 
butcher. : 

A London special gives the following details 
of the latest horror: 

Tonight just about dusk the mutilated corpse 
of a woman was found in an open vault on the 
site of the projected Grand operahouse, right 
on the Thames embankment, within a stone’s 
throw of the Grand and Metropole hotels, and 
witbin sight of the police headquarters at 
Scotland yard. Notonly have the head and 
arms been separated fromthe body, but the 
abdomen has been cut vertically and the vis- 
cera exposed, asin the other cases. The san- 
guinary monster evidently had more time, and 
was-able to perform his terrible task with 
gercater leisure. With reference to the severed 
arm which is missing, it will be remembered 
that about a month ago awoman’s arm was 
found floating inthe Thames at Pimlico. It 
has been preserved, and will be compared with 
the remains. 

THE MONSTER’S PREVIOUS CRIMES. 

‘‘The Knifer’’ began his horrible work on 
Whitmonday. Six of his seven victims have 
been killed in the neighborhood of White- 
chapel. Since it seems to be his intention to 
murder as many abandoned women as possible, 
his choice of Whitechapel as a hunting ground 
is a good one. Itabounds in the most de- 
graded specimens of the feminine sex, and it is 
one mass of dark, reeking purlieus that look 
as they were designed by some friend of the 
highwayman or accomplice of the assassin. 

The first woman was stabbed in thirty-nine 
places. Those who saw the body said that the 
murderer must have hacked it as with devilish 
delight. 

Nine weeks ago the second woman fella 
prey to the maniac. She was butchered like a 
sheep, being ripped entirely open. 

Victim No. 3 was brutally carved. Portions 
of the body had been removed. She, like her 
— went to her Maker fresh from a life 
of sin. 

What horrible torments had the madman in- 
flicted on these women before dispatchin 
them like cattle? Possibly he had sublected 
them to awful tortures, and feasted on their 
groans until the approach of some one made 
— in self-defense give them the finishing 

ow. 

The fourth unfortunate was killed on Sep- 
tember 8th in a back yard in Hambury street. 
The throat was cut and the head hung on by a 

iece of the vertebra which had not been sever- 
ed. The abdomen wasripped up and its contents 
made a fantastic decoration round the face of 
the corpse. It was the work of a butcher 
without doubt, or of a doctor practiced in 
carving the human cadaver. 

It was said that the madman wrote in blood 
on the wall, ‘‘Fifteen before I surrender.’’ 

The fifth sacritice was made at Gateshead, 
near Newcastle-on-Tyne, on September 23, 
The circumstances. were almost exactly the 
— as those attending the four previous mur- 

ers. 

The sixth and seventh victims were killed 
this week in a similar manner. 

Opinions of Medical Experts on the White- 
chapel Murders. 

New York, October 4.—Dr. William A. 
Hammond, the insanity expert of this city, 
says the Whitechapel murders are committed 
by a homicidal lunatic who is like a tiger in 
his nature. If caught, the law should shield 
its eyes while society hangs the maniac. Con- 
tinuing, the doctor said: 

‘‘Cases of homicidal insanity are very com- 
mon. They are confined to no class or coun- 
try, and the books are full of them. The las‘ 
instance of the kind in New York that I re- 
call was that man, I have forgotton his name, 
who ran, through Fourteenth: street with a 
carpenter’s compass in his hand,stabbing every 
woman he met. I examined him and found it 
a plain case of 

HOMICIDAL INSANITY.” 

‘Are people affected in this way paiticularly 
noticeable ?’’ 

‘‘Now, that’s just the mistake the London 
police are making,’’ replied the doctor, sharply, 
“they are looking for a repulsive, uncouth 
butcher, dripping with blood and hiding in the 
cellars about Whitechapel. In society he is 
probably a mild-mannered man, He may 
move in the very best circles. He may be 
known among his acquaintances for his mod- 
esty, his refinement, his humanity. He may 
even have an effeminate horror of bloodshed 
und strife. And yet, for some one of a dozen 
causos—disease, or drink or what-not--he may 
have, at times, this insatiable desire for blood. 
My own opinion is,’’ continued the doctor, 
‘that he is actuated by some fanatical] religious 
ideas. He thinks that he is doing religion a 
service in 

RIDDING THE WORLD 

of such women as he kills, forin every case 
they are reported as being prostitutes. The 
appetite increases with indulgence. This 
Whitechapel lunatic thinks now that he is 
doing a service in killing ignorant, depraved 
women. Presently it will occur to him to kill 
women whom he thinks belong tothe same 
class, but who are in high life, and it would 
not at all surprise me if the next victim wasa 
duchess or a countess. Then he will be 
caught.” 

“Whatare the symptoms of homicidal in 
sanity ead 

‘They are different in different cases. Usu- 
ally the disease is accompanied by inability to 
sleep, rush of blood to the head, dizziness, 
confusion of ideas, and then delusion.”’ 

‘*The fact of an American offering hundreds 
of dollars for anatomical specimens is absurd, 
is it not?” 

“To the last degree. I see the coroner 
dwelt on itin charging the jury. The speci- 
mens referred to can be purchased in this city 
in unlimited quantities for $1. I remember 
once being visited by a gardener. He told me 
that his niece kept house for him, and that as 
he “had raised her, ho was 
fond of her. One day he was filled 
with the impulse to drive a itch- 
fork through her neck. He was talking to 
her at the time and had the pitchfork in his 
hand. By atremendous cffort he refrained. 
Several times afterward he felt the same de- 
sire coming over him, and each time it grew 
stronger, and at last he made a figure with 
the neck and bust of straw.

CAPTAIN HOWELL RESPONDS TO CALLS. 

As soon asthe vote had been announced, 
there were lond calls for Captain Howell. 
When that gentleman appeared on the plat- 
form, he was greeted by hearty cheers. 
‘‘Gentlemen,’”’ said Captain Howell,‘‘I want 
it distinctly understood that I came here to- 
night'as a looker-on. I’m like the fellow at the 
meeting, he sat there unmoved during a revi- 
yal, while all the brethren and sisters around 
him were shouting and praying. Final! 
somebody asked him; ‘look here, why don't 
you take partin this thing, like all the rest of 
‘em are doing.’ ‘I don’t live in this county,’ 
said the fellow. [Laughter.] Now I}flive in 
West End, and I didn’t expect to say anything 
to this Atlanta audience. We are very har- 
monious out in West End, and we haven’t this 
wrangling and bitterness, for we believe in 
settling a question and then letting it alone. 
All I have got, except my home, is right here 
in Atlanta, and all I want to say is this—that 
I do hope the conservative citizens of Atlanta 
will get together and settle this question once 
forall, and stop this eternal bickering and 
quarreling. I tell youthis strife and bitter- 
ness is doing harm. I’m ina position to hear 
men talk, and I am glad to see this 
general and growing sentiment in favor of a 
compromise. 

‘It don’t follow just because a men is a 
good anti, or a good prohibitionist, that he will 
make a good mayoror a good councilman.

WITHDRAWN FROM SALE. ~ 


THE LOCHRANE PROPERTY BID TO 
$15,000. 


It Was Considered a Sacrifice at This Fig- 
ure and Withdrawn From the Market — 
Sale of West Peachtree Lots. 


The announcement of a sale of Peachtree 
street property—from the railroads to the city 
limits—particularly in its residence portion, 
Will always draw a crowd of buyers. 

Atlanta real estate is all desirable property, 
but Peachtree is a street where the home- 
owners are in the majority and transfers are 
rare, and these at prices that show such a 
steady increase in values that the investors 
recognize an opportunity to buy as a good 
thing. 

The attendance at the sale of the Lochrane 
home, held by Sam’l W. Goode & (Qo., yes- 
terday, proves this, and the fact that the prop- 
erty was withdrawn from sale after a bid of 
$15,000 had been made was an indication of 
confidence in its greater value. 

Before offering the property for sale Mr. 
Goode took occasion to state some facts about 
Atlanta real estate. His purpose was to estab- 
lich a precedent for yaluation of the Lochrane 
property, but when he got warmed up to hig 
subject he discarded statistics as unnecessary 
to prove Atlanta’s growth and prosperity. He 
spoke at some length, and then Colonel 
a the veteran auctioneer, stepped to the 
ront. 

Colonel Fowler referredin terms of high 
praise to the late Judge Lochrane, whose 
friendship he had been glad toclaim, and 
emg isplayed the “blackthorn’’ which had 
en presented to him by the judge. 

‘I sold this property, years ago,’’ said Col- 
onel Fowler, ‘‘and I must confess that it is not 
without some feelings of regret that I offer it 
to youtoday. But there is also some pleasure 
to me in having the opportunity of disposing 
of such a desirable bargain. And now gentle- 
men, what will you give me?”’ 

Before he had concluded his request Mr. O, 
W. Hunnicutt said ‘‘ten thousand dollars.”

Six months ago a young girl plainly, but 
neatly dressed, stepped from the Georgia Mid- , 
land passenger train at the union 
depot and made her way into 
the ladies’ waiting room. She was 
quite nervous and plainly ill at ease, and ap- 
peared to be looking for some one. Her eyes 
were constantly rivetted upon the entrance to 
the waiting room, but during the day no one 
came whom she appeared to know. Abont 
dark, thoroughly exhausted, and with téars in 
her eyes, she approached Mr. Porter, the 
watchman, saying: 

‘Have you seen my mother about the depot 
today ?”’ 

‘Who is your mother?” asked the officer. 
‘IT have seen many ladies here today, but I 
cannot say whether I have seen your mother 
ornot. Whatis her name?”’ 

“Mrs, Lokey— Mrs. Isabella Lokey.”’ 

Then to the officer the girl related her story. 
Her name she gave as Hattie Lokey. She 
was born and reared in Augusta, and there 
she lived happily with her father and mother 
until a year ago, ~when death took 
away the head of the family. Then 
the wife and daughter were compelled to labor 
for the living the husband and father had pro- 
vided. Pride drove them toa strange place, 
and to Columbus they went. There they re- 
mained a short time struggling with life and 
then went to Opelika, but met with no better 
success. Six weeks ago the mother divided 
her scanty purse with her daughter, saying: 
“My daughter, you go to Atlanta in the 
morning and I will follow on the next train.”’ 
The daughter boarded the train and came to 
Atlanta. All day she remained at|the depot 
awaiting her mother’s arrival. Two: trains 
came in, but the mother was on neither, and 
when dark came, scared and distressed, she 
went tothe policeman. There is no warmer- 
hearted man in Atlanta than Watchman 
Porter, and whén he had heard the story he 
did all he could for the lonely girl. He se- 
cured a comivrtable, respectable boarding- 
house, in which she remained until her few 
dollars were gove. Every day she called at 
the depot and remained until late awaiting 
the arrival of her mother. 

But that mother came not. 

Finally, the truth dawned upon the officer. 
He knew that the child had n forsaken, 
and that, too, by her mother. He made her 
understand the situation as gently as possible, 
and then offered to assist herin any way he 
could, Withno moneyin her pocket, she 
walked the streets searching for work, but 
could not fina it. Thentheend came. It was 
like 80 many cases that have gone before it. 
Today she is an inmate of a house of shame, 
but every hour of the day she sheds tears at 
her downfall, and is constantly praying for the 
coming of her mother so that she may be res- 
cued from the life she is leading, and all 
against her will.

HOW NURSES ARE TREATED. 


One of Them in Atlanta on Her Way North 
From Jacksonville—W hat She Has to Say. 


Miss Sadie J. Travis, a trained nurse who 
was sent from New York to Jacksonville by 
the Florida board, was in the city yesterday 
on her way to Washington and New York. 

bie says that the authoritiesin Jacksonville 
have not treated her right at all, and gives 
many instances to prove the trath of her asser- 
tions. She isa lady of good address, and says 
she has spent seven years in hospitals—the 
inost noted throughout this country, as well as 
the old world. She was taken with yellow 
fever in Texas in 1878, and recovered, and is 
said to be a skilled nurse for the disease. She 
has many credenttals from persons in different 
a where she has voluntarally nursed the 
sick. . 

Miss Travis says she has plenty of money for 
every need, and went to Sochson ville solely 
for the purpose of performing a philanthropic 
mission. She says that she was, after having 
served forty-two consecutive hours atone pa- 
tient’s bedside, summoned to goto another 
sick lddy. She did not complain at the loss of 
rest, as she had gone there to wait on the sick. 
When she got to the patient’s house, she found 
that it was a case of obstetrics, and not a yel- 
low fever case. She knew nothing about 
obstetrics, and reported to Dr. Porter, chief of 
the bureau, to that effect, and asked him to 
send a physician there, asthe woman was in 
greatagony. Dr. Scheftal, of Savannah, was 
sent by Dr. Porter, and she was told by Dr. 
Porter to go to.her room and get some rest, al- 
though she had offered to goto any other 
patient that might need her. She retired, and 
the next morninga white and colored man 
appeared at her door and told her that she was 
under arrest. She asked the cause of the ar- 
rest, but the only reply that she could elicit 
was that Dr. Mitchell, president of the board 
of health *had ordered her arrest, and that the 
town was under martial law, and he was in 
full charge, 

She submitted to the arrest, and the board 
of health without investigating .her case, al- 
though she asked them to do so, sent her to 
Camp Perry, and thence away, altogether 
upon the charge of having reported the case of 
obstetrics incorrectly, and of having willfully 
shirked duty. She protested to the last that 
her statement of the case was correct, and 
that she was perfectiy willing to do anything 
in her power for any other case, provided it 
was a yellow fever case, but she could not un- 
undertake a midwife’s duties. 

She says that as many as sixty trained nur- 
ses have been sent away in this manner, for 
no apparent good cause whatever, and all the 
while they are asking for more nurses. She 
tellsof one nurse who was arrestedon the 
charge of having stolen a dozen _ sheets, 
and says she will testify that there was not a 
sheet in the whole hospital. 

Miss Travisis a member of the Kings Daugh- 
ters, and of the Red Cgoss,! and says she will 
yet have her wrongs righted. She says that 
there has not been morethana hundred gen- 
uine cases of yellow fever in Jacksonville, but

__| DONT WANT A BRIDGE. | 


THE MERCHANTS ON WHITELHALL 
AND PEACHTRIE PROTEST. 


Brief But Pointed Opinions From the Men 
Whose Trade Would be Affectei—They 
Vote “No Bridee” for These Streets. 

The settlement of the switehing provlem 
across Atlanta streets is of great importance. 

The ordinance introduced in the council 
some weeks ago by Mr. J. G. Woodward started 
a discussion that has brought out numerous 
suggestions as to liow the travel across the 
tracks on principal streetscould be relieved 
from the present daugers and delays. The Cen- 
tral railroad officials had plans and drawings for 
bridges prepared and these were sa¥mitted to 
a special committee appointed by the council 
to report upon the Woodward ordinance. 

Tlie principal objection to the bridging of 
the tracks, particularly on Whitelall street, 
was that the property in the blocks nearest the 
railroad would be damaged, and im many in- 
stances rendered practically worthless for re- 
tail purposes. 

On the basis of this objection, which, if was 
said, would’result in costly da:nage stits, ag- 
gregatiny more than the cost of a belt line, or 
almost any other proposed plan for doing away 
with the tronble, the bridge scheme was not 
adopted by the connci). 

THe CoNstivUTION yesterday asked the 
opinion of the merchants on Whitehall and 
Peachtree streets, . the blocks next the rail- 
roads, as to the effect of the bridge, if built, 
on their business. It is evident from the re- 
sult of these interyiews that ‘‘no bridge’ is 
the winning ticket. 

Mr. Fetzer, of Fetzer & Pharr—‘The build- 


cut off some of our trade. If the people 
kwew they had steps1o climb if they crossed 
the railroad track on Whitehall strect, they 
would be likely to seek some othor route.”’ 

William Bollman—‘“I think the building of 
a bridgesvould hurt trade.

The 
laws of bealth must be thorenghly stndied,; 
and the relation of medicine to these laws 
must be mastered. \ 
laws and methods,and especially the inimitable 
laws of cause and effect must not be omitted. 

“This is an age of superficial building upon 
insecure foundations.”’ The doetdr enlarged 
‘Mpon this thought and gavemueh sound and 
wholesonie. admonition, In politics the old 
and timéhotiered motto is not now so much 
regarded, and pure patriotisan is fast becoming 
a ting of the past. : | 

**In the profession of medicine the ambition 
of the practitioner should not be limited to 
the securing of pecuniary emolument or to the 
acquireinent of fame and distinction merely, 
but should run above these to the nobler 
Bian aim of doing good and comforting man- 

ind.”’ 

It is impossible to give here the details of 
Dr. Powell’s lecture, which was in al! respects 
a good and able one, and characteristic of the 
man as a promoter and tcacher of wise and 
moral -precepts to those who attend the pro- 
gressive and enterprising school over which he 
presides.

| THE FLORIDA FLAX. 


A WONDERFUL FIBRE MADE FROM 
THE MAGULY 


Which Mr. DPD. P. Bardon Has Introduced 
Into FPiorida—He Says It Will Displace 
South American S-isel. 


Mr: D. P. Burdon, of Sanford, has intro- 
duced the Spanish maguey into Floridaand has 
invented a machine for decorticating the fibre 
so as to make a substitute for seisel. 

He says that the manufacturers of twine 
for the twine binders of the northwest, import 
aufiually from South America 100,000,009 
pounds of seisel-fibre at a cost of eight cents 
apound. This enormous sum of $8,000,000, 
he says, might just as well go to Florida, 
where they maguey plant will grow on the 
most barren land, deriving its substance prin- 
cipally from the air. _ 

Mr. Burdon says that he lived twenty years 
in Cuba, and these made plow lines of the 
maguey fibre. When he cameto Florida he 
found that the magney would grow there. 
Seeing what an enormous quantity of seisel 
was imported into this country from South 
Ameriea, he began te cultivate the maguey 
plant and to experiment witha machine that 
would thoroughly and rapidly decorticate the 
leaves of the plant, leaving a, clear fibre. 

The plant has prospered and the machine 
has been perfected. 

The fifteen magrey bulbs planted eighte n 
months ago have become ten thousand, and 
they have put Mr. Burdon tonoexpense. The 
machine takes the green leaves and in an in- 
stant turns them into a white fibre that very 
much resembles seisel, the material out cf 
which ropes and twine are made. 

‘‘T can raise 5,000 plants to the acre,’ said 
Mr. Bardon, “and they will average more 
than fifty pounds eacn—somo have weighed 
200 pounds. I get one-fourth of this weight 
in net fibre and I manufacture it at a cost of 
acentandahalfa pound. The farmer getsa 
quarter of a cent a pound, and that gives him 
$350 to$400an aere. This fibre is stronger 
than seisel; number 8 cord of maguey 
fibre has °a tensile strength of 
150 pounds, while the same _ size seisel 
cord will stand only eighty, Mr Wil- 
liam Dearing, of Chicago, who uses 6,000 tons 
of South American seisel a year in making 
cordage, told me that the money might just 2s 
well go to Florida. He gave me every facility 
for testing my machinery in his shop. 

Mr. Burdon exhibited a white fibre very 
much resembling seisel. He had a piece of 
the leaf with part of it decorticated, showing 
this clear, white fibre adhering to the end of 
the green leaf where the wheel took hold. The 
work is perfectly done, and the machine costs 
£500.to0 $600. 

‘‘T have an order now to ship one of the best 
machies-‘and 500 maguey bulbs to Riverside, 
California,’ said Mr. Burdon. ‘‘I also havea 
fine opening in Yucatan, where the maguey 
plant grows wild, togo there with my machine 
and manufacture the fibre. It is such an open- 
ing as almdst tempts me to leave this coun- 
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‘Will the maguey plant grow in south Geor- 
or} + sete 

”'«T think it will. Frost does not hart it; it is 
perennial and will grow-on most barren pine 
land.”’ 

‘*W hat do you propose to do?” 

‘“T have been to work on iny machine five 
years and I have just got it prefected. I 
thought [I would propose to the Atlanta peo- 
ple th@t i would furnish the fibre to them and 
Jet them manufacture cordage right here in 
Georgia. William Dearing makes three mil- 
lion dollars worth of cordage, McCormick 
makes halfas much again and there are sev- 
eral other large’ manufacturers. They pay 
eight cents a pound in New York forthe im- 
ported seisel and sel! the twine for twenty-two 
cents.’ 

“How about bagging for cotton ?’ 

“IT propose to manufacture bagging ont of 
banana fibre. It is a-softer fibre and easier to 
get out than that of the maguey,”’ 

“What will ihe banana tibre cost ?’’ 

*T could not imake it for less than three cents 
a pound,”’ 

‘“‘And what conid you make two pound bag- 
ging for?’ 

‘‘Let me see—about eight cents,’’ 

The leaves of the: maguey very much re- 
sembic the sabre like leaves of the palmetto 
plant of south Georgia. ‘The plant grows 
from a bulb,”’ said Mr. Burdon, and has small 
roots like an onion. Every year it puts out 
shoots from the roots, and I take up the shoots 
and transplant them into beds witero they 
form bulbs. Every four years the plant forms 
a stem, which runs up forty feet and thowers. 
The seed drop all round, ahd thousands: of 
plants spring up ircm them.”’

jurdon the fibre was fifty inches long.
